LEAGUE PASSES. 
RESOLUTION. 


‘CHINA & JAPAN 
ABSTAIN. 


INVITATION TO 
AMERICA. 


London, Mar, 11. 
Tho Assembly of the Lea- 
guo of Nations this evening 
carried the resolution drafted 
yesterday providing for con- 
sideration and scttlement by 
‘the Lengue of the Sino- 
Japanese dispute in the Far 
East. : 


There were forty-five votes for 
‘the resolution and no cdissentionts, 
but the China nnd Japan repre- 
sentatives abstained from voting. 

The plnary scasion at which this 
decision wna reached was preceeded 
hy a meeting of the Genera! Com- 

» mittee, at which the Japanese de- 
leynte, Mr. Sato declared that he 
fully agreed with the fundamental 
principle of the resolution and re- 
asserted that Japan, as a member 
of the Lengue and a signatory of 
the Paris Pact, had no territorial 
ambition against any other moem- 

. ber of the League, her military 
measures having been neccessary 
bacnuse her natlonals and thelr 
property In China were imperilled. 


No Inatructions,

He could 
not foresee the ultimate time or 
the rate of stabilization, but took 
the view. that, sooner or later, Wwe 
must link British currency to a 
metallie basis, and he siw no het-

Gold Stnndard, 


It had been suggested during 
the debate that we might be forced 
buck to the gold stindard and in- 
to buying gold, but that contin- 
yeney wis So remote that it need 
not be considered. 


Ne thought it was.an entirely [> 


mistaken view that the United 
States would, be forced off the gqld 
atandard, The measures . taken 
there had been wisely conceived 
and were having an ¢ffect {nthe 
United States which might prove 
to be beneficial to the whole world. 


Trade Digfirbances, 

He agreed thatefluctuation .in 
the value of the pound was most 
detrimental,’ and that the specu-

AN ARMED LEAGUE. 


—_— ' 


In recent discussions on. the 
seeming ineptitude of the “League 
of Nations to put a stop to the 
Sino-Japanese conflict, the point 
hus often been made that the Lea- 
gue has no means of enforcing its 
views. It is interesting, however, 
to lock for a moment into the pro- 
posals tabled by. M. Tardieu, on 
‘behalf of France, just after the 
opening of the Disarmament Con- 
ference in Genova, which, if put 
into effect, would provide means 
whereby the League could be armed 
to keep the peace of the world. 
The proposals were that the Lea- 
gue should have the right to call 
onthe nation States for the loan 
of heavy aerial bombing machines, 
heavy Innd batteries, ships of more 
than.10,000 tons carrying guns of 
over 8-inch calibre, and the larger 
submarines, these to be at its dis- 
posal in the event of the Council 
‘deciding on action .agninst an, 
“ngaressor.” Moreover, the Lea- 
gue, it was suggested, should have 
a regular army, or -"police force,” 
of its own, to, which each State 
should supply 8 contingent, whilst 
in order to prevent the conversion 
of commercial aircraft {nto mili- 
tary machines, civil aviation should 
be internationalised under the con- 
trol of thé Lenguc. It war further 
proposed that there | should be’ 
pledges to neecpt compulsory 
j arbitration ag the method of set-.

and Italy may march together at 
the, Disarmament ‘Conference and 
thus put France to tho test. It 
nsks $f other countrics express: 0 
real willingneras to accept the prin- 
ciple of pooled accurity, but take 
the stand that an international 
police force is a fair proposition 
provided only that there is a large 
genernl reduction of armaments, 
what good reason can M. Tardieu 
advance for refusing to proceed at 
onca and in sober carnest to the 
Draft Convention? If he does that, 
we may gét some agreed measures 
of disarmament that will be worth 
having. And to get these will not 
mean sacrificing the {deal which {is 
hidden * under this disingenuous 
French plan. It will be the first 
necessary step in the process of 
realising that ideal. 


The League. Resolution. 


While the Timce commends the 
draft of the Assembly's resolution 
on the Sino-Japancae situation as 
fignificd and moderate, those In 
closest touch with Geneva interpret 
it.as menning that economic sanc- 
tions will automatically follow a 
failure of this, the final, attempt 
to secure a settlement by pacific 
means. Tho viows of the Times on 
the general issue will find little 
echo In Hongkong, but in the re- 
sistunce to tho sanctionist tongucs, 
support will be wide.

Goud weather conditions mean 
nine-tenths of the battle. Who 
can tell to-day what the surface 
of the bench at Daytona is likely 
to be in 4 month’s time, or .from 
What direction or at what velocity 
the wind will blow.

- Expensive Waiting. 


The great problem is expense. 
The longer one ia there the greater 
the expenditure. Again, waiting 
over 2 Iong period for weather to 
improve js Inclined to get on a 
driver’s nerves when he realises 
how expensive is delay,,and he ts 
inclined to chance it if the bench 
improves even slightly, although 
ae knows that discretion says

Tdeal conditions mean a per- 
fectly-smooth and even beach, The 
slightest unevenness may send 
the car hurtling through space 
for 60 feet or more. 


When I was making my attempts 
on the record in South Africa in 
1929, our course was far from 
ideal. On one occasion the car 
hit a bump and covered 41 feet 
before touching earth again, Had 
I not been strapped in I should 
certainly have been thrown out 
at a speed of 216 mp.h._ 


A course otherwise perfect may 
be completely spoilt by one ridge 
or hummock. These trislé have 
to be accomplished without delay, 
owing to the incoming tide, so there 
is no time to remedy matters of 
thant sort. 


The wind is an {mportant item. 
A strong wind blowing across 
one’s track present a great dan- 
ger, as it may tnke charge of the 
ear when she is travelling at o 
really high speed, and blow her 
right off the course.: The higher 
the specd, the greater docs this 
Menace become. : 


Visibility also is vory important.: 
Last year at Daytona, owing to the 
mist, I could seo very little farther 
than 300 yards, As we were 
travelling at the rate of more than 
120 yards per second, this mennt 
that I had less than three seconds’ 
visibility {n' front of me. Not 
very much when decisions have 
to be made in a necond or evon 
less! 


The course must be” free of 
shalla and stones, as well ag of 
soft patches of sand. A shell can 
quite casily cut one of those 
special tyres to ribbons. This 
occurred to Bluo Bird at Pondine 
in 1927, but fortunately the car 
was travolling at only about 176 
miles an hour at the time.

Australian Commonwealth, in a 
statement to-day, roferring to the 
decision of _ the Government of 
Now, South Wales to suspend all in- 
tercst payments on loans, upon 
which they are alao reported to be 
secking a year’s moratorium. 

“New South Wales, however, is 
directly responsible to holders of 
securities in the loan concerned.” 

“Under the 1929 financtal agree- 
ment,” Mr, Lyons continued, “New 
South Wales was bound to provide 

--the— --Commonwaalth. .. with... the 
amounts required to meet all in- 
terest on the public dobt of New 
South Wales to the extent to which 
auch Habilities exceeded £243,000 
monthly payable by the Common- 
wealth under that heod, 

The Commonwealth will continue 
to provide the £243,000, but will 
pay it direct to holders of New 
South Wales stock and bonds in- 
atead of to the New South Wales 
Government... The method of doing 
this having regard to the total New 
South Wales debt, requiries careful 
eonsidoration. 

“Tho Commonwealth: is entitled 
%o compel New South Wales to pay 
\to the Commonwealth the Interest 
fluo, and as the Commonwealth 
Proposes to exercise this. right, 
separate proceedings by the bond- 
holders against new South Wales 
will not be necessary,” said Mr, 
Lyons, 

“Any moneys recovered,” Mr, 
Lyonn continued, “will be applied 
to the payment of interest. The 
Commonwealth will issue a writ 
to-morrow for the recovery of 
tho amount, and will take any other 
measures within ity power to com- 
pel New South Wales to honour Its 
obligutions.”"—Reuter.
